Crate Feeding of Poultry 


Crate feeding of poultry gives the 
highest quality flesh, and feeding in 
clean sanitary pens makes the best 
substitute. Only healthy birds of any 
kind will pay for feeding. Before con- 
fining them in crates or pens they 
should be given a laxative and made 
clean of lice. Feed sparingly at first. 
Two to four weeks are required for 
the finishing. At the Central Experi- 
mental Farm it has been found that 
almost any good mixture of home- 
grown grains finely ground and mix- 
ed with milk will answer.

CREAMERY BUTTER 
PRODUCTION HIGH 


The production of creamery butter 
in Canada in 1933 was the second 
largest in quantity in the history of 
the industry, being exceeded only by 
the year 1931. The amount produced 
in 1938 totalled 218,532,307 pounds, III 
an increase over the preceding year 
of 4,530,180 pounds, or 2 per cent. 
The increase in value amounted to 
$52,906,045, the total value of the 
butter made in 1933 being $43,381,524, 
as against $40,475,479 in 1932. With 
regard to this year (1954) for the se- 
ven months ending September Ist, 
would syggest increased 6.3 per cent 
over the same period last year. Pre- 
sent indications would suggest that 
with the August production taken in- 
to consideration, the output for the 8 
months ending September 1st, would 
not be more than 5.5 per cent above 
that of the previous year. 

There were eighteen fewer dairy 
factories in operation in 1933, the 
total number being 2,716. Creameries, 
numbering 1,236 showed an increase 
of 17, but 1,126 cheese factories were 
46 less than in 1932. Combined butter 
and cheese factories, 331 in number, 
showed an increase of 14. Ontario 
and Quebec are the principal cheese 
producing provinces, the former with 
73 per cent of the total Canadian 
output in 1933, and the latter with 23 
per cent. The combined production of 
the two provinces represents 90 per 
cent of the whole. Compared with the 
cheese output of 1932 Manitoba, Sas- 
| katchewan and British Columbia were 
the only provinces in 1932 to show 
increases. Canada’s production of 
factory cheese totalled 111,044,628 

pounds, a decrease from 1932 of 9,- 
eis pounds or eight per cent.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
REACHES CAMP 


Stark spectres of unemployment 
and destitution loomed on Thursday 
over the gold-rush town of Jellicoe, 
Ont., although the rush to the new 
Sturgeon River fields is barely one 
month old. 

Trainload after trainload of work- 
seekers ‘have arrived there and at 
other points 6n the railway adjacent 
to the gold country. Most of those 
now.threatened with hardship rode in 
“on the rods” of freights or in empty 
box cars being routed west to handle 
the prairie grain crop. 

The men have dropped off there as 
they rode over the Long Lac-Port Ar- 
thur line because Jellicoe is the prin- 
cipal base town for the district. In 
most cases they have neither cash on 
which to live while they hunt for 
work, nor sufficient mining experi- 
ence to enable them to find jobs. 

The problem is aggravated by the 
fact that Jellicoe is not organized as a 
community. It has neither mayor 
nor council nor any body that can 
function as a unit to cope with such 
a situation. The camp has no police 
and no apparent need for one as none 
of the usual birds of passage seen in 
frontier towns have appeared there. 

Most of the inexperienced arrivals 
are young men who have left govern- 


ment employment camps or youths| 


from lakehead cities in search of jobs. 
Old timers urge a warning be issued 
employment exists only for exper- 
ienced prospectors or miners. 

Among the arrivals were four hard- 
bitten Cobalt miners, who stumbled 
off a freight expecting work: They 
still expect it as they have been in 
the mining business for years. They 
were forced to leave their under- 
ground occupations when they were 
55 with silicosis, dread dis- 
ease that petrifies men's lungs.

Tuesday in a wild fusillade of bullets 
from the guns of two assassins, 
crouched in the midst of a crowd of 
thousands gathered to welcome the 
King of France. 

The assassins, rescued with difficul- 
ty from the maddened crowd, were 
thought to be Yugoslavs. One was 
slain by the police as he attempted 
to escape, after suffering a severe 
beating from the crowd. The other 
was held after a sabre wound. 

The King had landed only a short 
time before on a mission to Paris 
that might have had important reper- 
cussions on the European political 
line-up, notably perhaps as between 
France and Italy. 

He was struck by three bullets out 
of a score fired swiftly without warn- 
ing from the midst of the crowd that 
lined both sides of the thoroughfare 
to welcome him to France. He died 
within a few minutes. 

Barthou, right. hand man of Pre- 
mier Gaston Doumergue of France, a 
noted figure at International gather- 
ings, and in Chancellories of Europe 
for the past year or more, lived little 


longer.

“But his lite work, as we women 
know," said Mrs. Munro, “was the ad- 
vancement of greatest industry—ag- 
riculture and the betterment of rural 
conditions among the women and chil- 
dren who help their men in the great 
farming industry. 

“When Mr. Putnam took office in 
1904 there were 200 branches of Wo- 
men's Institutes with 7,000 members.

Hoodless and Erland 
Lee in our own time and it is in deep 
gratitude to him, that we try to carry 
on the many phases of the work that 
he has planned.

WEEDS WON’T GROW 
NEAR NUTMEG TREES 


Nutmegs, which are particularly 
identified with Granada, in the British 
West Indies, are grown on trees which 
begin to flower or “declare” as it is 
termed locally, in about four to six 
years. The trees are either male or fe- 
male, the male declaring first. When 
the females declare they are planted 
out at-distances varying from fifteen 
to thirty ‘feet apart, the male tree 
deing distributed evenly between 
them. In about deen years the trees 
are well established and require little 
attention since weeds do not grow 
under-netmeg shade. When full sized, 
the trees yield no fewer than 5,000 
nuts per annum. The nutmegs when 
gathered are covered with a scarlet 
lacelike substance, which when dried 
in the sun, becomes the “mace” of

Weather conditions on Saturday 
last were such as to induce both sell- 
ers and buyers to attend the weekly 
Belleville market in large numbers. 
It was one of the best displays of 
farm and garden products seen for 
some time. While there was an abun- 
dance of products the greater portion 
was readily disposed of at remuner- 
ative prices, but not exorbitant. The 
interior of the market building was 
filled to capacity while all spaces on 
the market square were utilized. 

A feature was the advance in the 
price of eggs. Special No. 1 were 
retailed from 35c to 380 per dozen, 
with pullet eggs selling at 30c to 
320 per dozen. This was a consider- 
able advance over the price obtained 
the previous week. Butter also showed 
a slight advance in price, selling at 
Soc per two pound roll. 

Dressed poultry was quite extensive 
with chickens predominating. Large 
fowls sold from 70e to 80c each ac- 
cording to quality. The ruling prices 
for pullets was 40c to 50c each. Ducks 
commanded a good price, namely 85c, 
to $1.00 each, according to size. A 
few broilers sold at 60c a pair. 

Home cooking was a feature of the 
inside market, consisting of bread, 
pies, cakes, also chicken pies and 
roast chickens, which to say the least 
were tempting. Prices were fairly 
reasonable. 

The display of flowers was limited, 
consisting of a few bouquets and pot- 
ted plants. 

On the market square the display 
was chiefly vegetables with no var- 
lation in prices over those which 
prevailed the previous week. A few 
baskets of tomatoes were seen selling 
at 25c for an eleven quart basket. 
The ruling price for onions was 400 
a peck. Potatoes sold at 75c a bag. 

Grapes in the fruit line were plen- 
tiful and were selling at-30c for blues 
and 35c a basket for the light color-

Three very important requisites 
to good health are fresh air, sun- 
shine and cleanliness. The child when 


child, both physically and mentally, 
and should be removed without delay. 

Home accidents are preventable, a 
study of these accidents will show 
that in practically 100 per cent lack 
of care on the part of some individual 
was to blame. From point of pain, 
worry and money expended for care 
of persons hurt, careful thought to 
prevent accidents in the home is eco- 
nomy. Often no outlay of money is 
necessary, sometimes only a few cents 
is sufficient, but care and thought is 
essential. 

Falls cause one out of three of all 
home accidents. Steps and stairs are 
the commonest places of falls. Keep 
them clear and well lighted. A rock- 
ing chair is a poor substitute for a 
ladder. 

Fire is a hazzard that requires eter- 
nal vigilance. Matches should be kept 
in a metal box safe from children and 
where rats and mice cannot reach 
them. Dry cleaning with gasoline, 
etc., should be done out doors. 

A knife is a poor substitute for a 
can opener. Keep sharp knives, etc., 
away from small children. Knife cuts 
in fingers and thumbs are preventable 
with care. Teach children how to use 
a knife—a firm hold—all fingers and 
thumbs out of the way. 

Before handling hot water in pots, 
kettles, etc., make sure the baby or 
small child cannot possibly come near 
the water. Keep vessels of hot stuffs 
away from the edge of the stove. 

Labels on jars in the pantry and 
cupboards will prevent many acci- 
dents.

. SAYS FAULKNER
